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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 34-73 are currently pending. 

It appears that the Restriction requirement issued 09/12/2006 addressed claims 
which had been canceled by Preliminary Amendment of 10/22/2003. Therefore, the 
Restriction Requirement is vacated and replaced by the following:

Claims 58-64, drawn to method comprising: administering to a 
mammal. 

V. Claims 65-73, drawn to method comprising administering to a 
organism. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-V are directed to related methods. The related inventions are distinct 
if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, and the inventions as claimed are 
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either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05. In the instant case, the methods 
claimed are either have different objectives (e.g., methods of Groups I, II are directed to 
methods of treatment, whereas methods of Groups lll-IV are directed merely to method 
of administering) or do not overlap in scope (e.g., Groups I, III address administering to 
cells, whereas Groups IV and II address administering to a mammal or to an organism, 
respectively). Consequently, a reference teaching, one method (e.g., method of Group 
III) will not teach another method (e.g., method of Group V). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
